MEAN TO CONTINUE WAR 



Terms on Which They Would Agree 
to a CesMtien of Hostilities Will 
Net Oe Conaidarod by Oar- 
— y rtnrlln Mahea 
SMuMsant 

Washington. — Following tlie liaiis- 
lation of tbe entente allie.s' reply to 
President Wilson's peace note, trans- 
mitted to the state department by Am- 
bassador William G. Sharp In Paris: 

"Ambas.sador Sharp to the Secretary 
of State. American Embassy, I'aris, 
Jan. 10, 1917. 

"Tbe allied governments have re- 
ceived the note whIdi was dettvared 
to them in the nauie of the govem- 
uieal of the l iutsMi Sf.iies on the I'Jth 
of December. 1910. Tiiey liave studied 
it with the care imposetl upon them 
both by the exact realisation which 
they have (rf the gravity of the bour 
and by the dncere friendship which 
attuclies tliein to the Auiorican people. 

"In u general way they wish to de- 
clare that tbey pay tribute to the ele- 
vation of the sentiment with which tbe 
American note Is Inspired and that 
tliev associate t lifiiiselves with all 
tfieir liopes with the project lor the 
creation of a league of nations to in- 
sure peace and Justice throughout tbe 
worid. 

"They recogiii/.e all the advantages 
for the (-ause of humanity and civiliza- 
liou which the institution of interna- 
tional agreements destined to avoid 
violent conflicts between nations 
would prevent, acreenents \i'bicb 
must imply tlie sanctions necessary to 
insiir.; their execution and thus ti> pre- 
vent an apparent security from only 
facilitating new aggressioas. 

"But a dlscussioQ ot future arrange- 
ments destined to insure an endnrlog 
peace presupposes u satisfactory set- 
tleiueut of tbe actual conflict. 

"The allies have as profound a de- 
sire as tbe government of the United 
States to terminate as soon as posisd- 
ble a war fur which the central em- 
pires are responsible and which In- 
flicts such crael aaSerlnsa upon ha- 
manlty. 

Net Time for Peace. 

"But iliey believe that it is impossi- 
ble at the present moment to attain a 
peace which will assure them repara- 
tion, restitution, and such guaranties 
to which they are entitled by the ag- 
gression for which tlio responsibillf>' 
rests with the central powers and of 
which tbe principle itself tended to 
ruin the aecurity of Son^; a peace 
which would, on tiie other hand, per- 
mit the establishment of the future of 
European nations tJffa solid basis. 

•'The allied nations are conscious 
that tbey are not fighting for selfish 
Interests, but above all to safeguard 
tlie liidepeMdenee of peoples, or ri|^t, 
and of bmiianity. 

"Till- allic-i are fully aware of (he 

losses and suffering which tbe war has 
caused to neutrals as well as to 

belUgerentq. and they deplore them; 
but they do not hold themselves re- 
spon-ilile for them, having in no wn.v 
fctlier willed or provoked tJils war, and 
tbey strive to reduce these damages 
In the measure c<mvatlUc with the in- 
exorable exigencies of their defense 
nsniiist the vleleaee and the wiles of 
the enemy. 

Understand U. 8. Peeitlen. 

"It is with satisfaction, therefore, 
tliat tbey take note of the dec- 
laration that Hbm Anterican conuna- 
ntcati'oo is in nowise associated with 
that of the central powers transmitted 
on the 18th of December by the gov- 
ernment of the United States. Tbey 
did not doubt, flMMreover, the reeohi- 
tlon of that gw^nniiBMit to avoid even 
the appearaacs e( a aqpport. even 
moral, of the avtkan rewponeibie for 
the war. 

"The allied go ver nm ents believe that 
they maat proteat la the most friendly 
bat in the most spedflc manner against 

the nsslmil.ttlon eatablished In the 
American note between the two groups 
of belligerents ; this as.simllutlon, ba.sed 
upon public declarations by the cen- 
tral powers, la In direct oroosltion to 
the evidence, both as regards responsi- 
bility for the past and as concerns 
guaranties for the future; President 
Wilson in mrationing It certainly liad 
no intention ef aaaodatlng Mmadf 
with it 

*^f there Is a historical fact estab- 
lished at the present dute.lt is the will- 
ful aggression of Germany and .\ns- 
tria-IIuiigi.i y to in.sure their hegemony 
over Europe and their economic domi- 
nation over»the world. 

"Germany proved by her declaration 
of war, by the Immediate violation of 
Belgium and Luxemburg, and by her 
manner of conducting the war. her sya- 
tonatlc contempt for all prindplea of 
humanity and all respect for small 
states; as the conflict develope<l the 
attitude of tbe central powers and 
their allies has been a eoatlnqal defi- 
ance hamanity and elvHiaatloD. 
Cites Enemy's Atrocities. 

"Is it necessary to recaU tbe horrors 
waicb acco m pani e d -the Invasion of 
Belgium and of Serbia, the atrocious 
regime Imposed upon tlie invaded 
countries, the massacre of hundreds of 
thousands of Inoffensive Amieniana. 
the barbarities perpdrutetTagalMt -the 



of Byita, the 
Zeppellna on open towns, the destruc- 
tion by submarines of passen^r 
steamers and of m frchnntnien even un- 
iler neutral flags, the cruel treatment 
inflicted upon priscners of war, the Ju- 
ridical murders of Mias Oavell. e< Cap- 
taia Fryatt, the deportation and redae- 
th» to Aivety e( cMI peyletlaB^ 
etc.t 

"The execution of such a series of 
crimes perpetrated without any regard 
for universal reprabatioB fMly eapialna 
to President. Witaon the peetcat^of the 

allies. 

"They consider that the note which 
they sent to the United States in reply 
to the German note wffl be a te a pee a e 
to tbe queatloas pat by the American 
govwnment, and, according to the ex- 
act words of the latter, constitute a 
'public declaration as to tbe condiUons 
upon w^ich the war ee«id be termi- 
nated." 

"President Wilson desires more: 
He desires Hint the belligerent pow- 
ers openly athrm the olijects which 
they seek by continuing the war; the 
allies experience no difficaity In reply- 
ing to this request. 

"Their objects in the war are well 
known; they have been formulated on 
many occasions by the chiefs of their 
divers governments. Xheir objects In 
the war will not be made known in 
detail, with all the equitable compen- 
sations and indemnities fur damage 
suffered, until the hear of aeflotia- 
tiuus. 

Their Tonne Otaled. 

' But the civilized world knows that 
lh«'y imply fn all necc.s.sity and in the 
first instance the restoration of Bel- 
gium, of Serbia, and of Montenegro 
and the indemnltlea wMch are d«e 
them; tbe evacuation of tbe Invaded 
territories of F'rance, of Russia, and 
of Rouniiuiin. witli just reparation; 
the reorganization of Europe guaran- 
teed by a stable regime and founded 
aa much upon rcqieet of natleaalltlee 
and foil security and liberty of eco- 
nomic development which all nations, 
great or small, possess, as up^jn ter- 
ritorial conventions and International 
agreements suitable to goarantee ter- 
ritorial and aMiltlnie frontiers agalaat 
nnjustifietl attacks; the restitution ot 
provinces or territories wrested in the 
past frfiiii till' allies by force or against 
tbe will of their populations; the lib- 
nation (tf Itaihins, (A Slava, ef Bmi* 
mania ns, and of Tcbeco 8lova%aea 
(Czech Slavs) from foreign domina- 
tion; tht! enfraiicliixMiieiit tif popula- 
tions subject to tlie bloody tyranny of 
the Turks ; the expulsion from Europe 
of the Ottoman empire decidedly . . . 
(apparent omission) to western civili- 
zation. 

"The intentions of his majesty the 
emperor of Kussia regarding Poland 
have been cl<ku-ly indicated In tbe 
prodaraatlon which be has Joat ad* 

<Iresse<l to htf^ armies. 

"If goes without saying tliat if the 
allies wish lo liberate Europe from 
the' brutal covetousness of Prussian 
militarism It never haa been their de> 
sign, aa haa beeo altafed, to 
pass the estetarinatten of tiw 
peoples and tteir pelitleal 
ance. 

"That which theju desire above all 
Is to ttsnre a peace upon the prind- 
plea of liberty aad Jnstlee, npoa the 

inviolable fidelity to international ob- 
ligations \\ 1th which the guverument of 
I the United States haa aever eeaaed to 
be inspired. 

"United In the ponnrita of thia aa- 
4kreme object, the allies are deter- 
mined, individually and collectively, to 
act witli all (heir power and to con- 
Sent to all .sacrifices to bring to a vie- 
toriona close a conflict upon which 
they are convinced not only safety and 
prosperity depends but alao Oe 
civlllaatloB itsdf. "SHABP.' 



Belgium Takee Firm Stand. 

Washington. — A supplanentary Bel- 
gian note, whlcb accompanied tbe en- 
tente idUe^ reply to President Wil- 
■on'a peace appeal, paya tribnte to the 
smtlment of humanity which prompted 
the president of the United States to 
send bis note to the belligerent pow- 
ere, aad declares ardent arleh to end 
the war. It refers to tbe German treat- 
ment of Belgium as "barbarous," and 
alleges the former government, after 
the occupation of Belgian territory, 
dlq>layed no better observance of tbe 
mlea <tf Intematlonai law or the atipr 
ulations of The Hague convention, 
j The heavy taxation imposed on the 
country, and the deportation of Bel- 
gian workers, are denounced. 

It ends with an expression of pro- 
found gratitude to the commission 
for relief as well ns to tbe generous 
Americans eager to relieve tb« misery 
of the Brtglaa 



Germany Denies Allies' Charges. 
BertlB. — **We offered peace 

meant what we said. The offer wan 
spurned. We shall fight on until tliat 
peace which might have been gained 
by diplomacy is won by our sword." 

In sabkance, Ola i» what Germany, 
>4peaklng for her allies, AustrO'Sm- 
gary, Bulgaria and Turkey — told the 
neutral world on Thursday.

According to Captain of Detectives 
Tate, Tliaw'8 «iieceaboats were 
learned during the day and the house 
was surrounded. When detectives eu- 
tered the place, according to Tate, they 
found that Thaw had cut his wrists 
and throat. Thaw, Tate says, asked 
that Dr. Blweod Klrby, a wdl-known 
l4iylscian of this clty^ be sent for. 
When the ii!iysii-inii 4iiTive<t lie ordered 
Thaw removed to St. Mary's hospital, 
where Doctor Kltby is head phyladan. 

In the room Thaw ocaqded were 
foand a bottle of poison tablets and a 
razor. 

it is said iliHt Thaw had two tele- 
phone tallis with his mother at Pitts- 
burgh and that he decided to attempt 
snldde upon learning that tbie family 
had made arrnngeincnts to hare him 
turned over to the New York authori- 
ties. He was fully clothed when found. 

Dr. Jolm Wanamaker, a police sur- 
geon, said cnrsory examination of 
Thaw's wounds indicated h*' had a fair 
chance to recover. His wrists were 
hacked .several times and there weia 
two gashes in his throat. 

There are two vers i on s of the affair. 
One Is tliut Thaw was located in the 
faou.se and that when he learned it was 
surrounded he attempted suicide. 

The odier version is that Thaw at- 
tempted soielde In the morning; tiurt- 
persons in ilii> liou^i' coninuinicated 
with I lie Tliiiw family in Pittsburgh;

Jan. 13.— Fir*- in the am- 
munition plant of the Canadian .Car

Murray, Ry. — ^In line with his an- 
nounced intention to give the mob "a 
chance to lynch the governor of Ken- \ 
tucky first," Governor A. O. Stanley ar- 
rived here and took diarge of the sit- : 
oatloB growing out of the threats [ 

made by a mob against the lives of I 
Circuit Judge Charles Bush and Com- ' 
monwealth Attorney Uenny Smith. 
Governor Stanley was accompanied by 
H. B. maaa, duthmam of ^the state 
mismi eemsslasloa, and Warden J. B. 
Chilton of the Bddyvflle penitentiary. 

The special train on which Govern- 
or Stanley arrived was left standing 
with steam up, ready to take them 
from Murray if furtb^ demoastrations 
were iaade' against their Ihres. Open 
threats were made on the streets that 
any attempt to remove Judge Bush 
from Murray or to pievent the trial of 
Lube Martin would place the govern- 
or's own life In danger. 

Judge Bush, in conference with (X>t- 
emor Stanley, said he ordered the ne- 
gro returned from Hopkinsville to save , 
his own life. Mob leaders assured the 
governor that the negro would not be 
harmed when returned for triaL Gov- ! 
OTSOr Stanley urged the mob to lot the j 
law take its course and warned them < 
of his determination to see that the j 
state was not disgraced by another | 
lynching. He was listened to respec(^ 
tnlly. I 

While in Lousivlle. Governor Stan- • 
ley telephoned to Hopkinsville advis- j 
Ing that citizens there retrain from or- 1 
ganislng a posse to go to the aid of ! 
Jodge Bnah. He feared there would 
be a clash in Murray. Kentucky has 
no militia except that on the border. 
Judge Bush and Attorney Smith spent 
several hours in a hotel here guarded 
by deputy sheriffs. The line of watch- { 
era axtandad almost to the Judge's bed- i 
room door. 

The situation is a sequel to scenes i 
of disorder ia the circuit court, after j 
Judge Bush announced that the case i 
Of Lube Martin, negro, charged with 
kflllag Onthrie Dnlgnid. a whtto man. 
would not be tried untfl Mat moath. 
The men In the courtroom became an 
enraged mob. They surged almost 
against the Judge's desk, howling that 
the nagro be tried at once, or that the 
judge amrender himself in the negro's 
place. The Judge remateed cool and; 
rising from his seat, attempted to ad- 
dress the men. but his voice could not 
be heard. 

Threats to lynch both tbe Judge and 
the commoBwealth attorney were 
shouted. Others to the mob yelled 
that tbe hotel of the two men would 
be dynamited if an order were not 
made for the return of Martin. After 
a consultation' between counsel and 
Judge Bush. It was agreed to return 
the inlsDBer tor triaL The feeling 
against Martin has been intense to 
Calloway county since Duiguld was 
shot to death several weeks ago. The 
negro has been kept in Jail at Hop- 
ktaavflla. for to have hOA Ida ia Mu^ 
ray would have been to tavite the 
lynching of the fellow. He was re- 
moved to Murray under heavy guard 
and would have been tried but for the 
petition 6i J. T. Holt, attorney ap- 
pointed to defend him. that a ccmtton- 
anoe might be granted so that the evi- 
dence might be fully developed. It 
was felt that when announcement 
would be made of a continuance mob 
violence against the negro would be 
attempted, ao he waa spirited away.

makers at work at once and they were 
put out to hear him say he would not 
take a chance on the General Assem- 
bly.

FIRE TRAPS KY. PRISONERS 



Governor Saves Lives of Many Con- 
victo to State PeniteNttary Fire. 

FraakfMt, Ky.— Leading a band of 

fire fighting convicts. Governor Stan- 
ley, of Kentucky, saved the lives of 
more than. 40 convicts trapi)ed in cells 
when fire broke out in the state peni- 
tentiary. Two prisoners were burned 
to death and a third victim waa added 
td the list when Win Jones, of Win- 
chebtor. died two days later, and 39 
others are in the hospital. Fire de- 
stroyed one cell house and badly dam- 
aged another. The key to th^ceU 
houses was broken whea flra'Mroka 
out and It was impossible. to ralaasa 
the prisoners. Governor Stanley aided 
by a band of convicts scaled the walls 
of the burning building, paased over a 
flame swept roof aai MM down d«tos 
to the burning cell houses and liberat- 
ed the imprisoned men by battering 
down doors with pick, axes and crow 
bars. Then the men were carried to 
the prison walls and let down to rope 
sUags to raicven below.

The other animal in 
each pair received alfalfa hay in the 
morning and com silage at aii^t The 
draft animals at wtnrk were fed the 
same except that timothy hay was 
used insfoac'. of alfalfa. Some diffi- 
culty w jis experienced In getting the 
animals that had been oa dry. feed 
prevlons tcthe taat to eat toe sOage. 
With two exceptions the anhnals re- 
ceiving silage were in a more thrifty 
condition at the end of the trial. The 
Silage-fed mule was kept in better 
condition as shown by the hair, skta 
aad general appearance, aad yet cost 
less to feed than a mole't^hich r^ 
cetved no silage.
